In response to your request dated June 27, 201 1, under the Freedom of 
Information Act (Title 5 USC Section 552), we conducted a search of our 
Central Foreign Policy Records and retrieved 13 documents responsive to your 
request. 

After reviewing these documents, we have determined that 12 may be released 
in full, and one may be released with excisions. All released material is 
enclosed.
